Tb* Mail* Overburdened With Ancient 


Literature. 


An attempt is being made by tjie gold 


troat of the East to cast t< fisetion upon tb« 
sincerity and consistency of Senator Stew- 
art on the Silver question.

that National banks are scored. 


"THE BILL UHDEB CONSIDERATION. 


"The 
attempt to construe these 
re- 


marks as a declaration on my part in favor 
of the single gold standard, illustrates the 
incapacity of Mr. Miohals to stats facts. 
Tbe bill under consideration upon which 
these remarks were mo.de, provided for the 
organization of National banks for the issue 
of gold note? instead of currency notes. It 
had no more to do with the coinage of sil- 
ver dollars than tha isaae of National bank 
aarrency redenmbie- in green backs.

"The Pacifio States, unfortunately, as I 


bave always maintained, adberrd to tba 
gold s'uadard during the war. Tbe result 
was utter iflolition from the Eist. 
Dear 


monry produced stagnation and hard times 
on the Pacific. Emigration and t*ie in- 
vestment of Eastern capital were excluded. 
Tbe people of the Atlantic States were un- 
willing to submit to the discount required 
to exnbunge their money for the current 
coin of tbe Pacific SUtfi. 


"WOBKING FOB SILVEB. 


"I frequently called attention to tbe 


cause of depression on the Pacific Coast 
and endeavored to parsuada the people to 
harmonize thfir financial system with that 
of the General Government. I qnote the 
following from an address delivered by me 
in Platt'a Hall, San Francisco, on August 
15, 1865: 


"I believe by harmonizing tbe financial 


system of the Coast with that of tbe parent 
Government and the Eastern States the 
cloud of tha financial gloom that rests upon 
the commercial circles of tba seaboard will 
rapidly dissipate and our present drooping 
and desponding mining interests will awake 
into an energy and proportionate success 
that will far tranoend lh« eclat and marvel 
that attended the early history. I am fully 
satisfied that it requires but the removal of 
this antagonism to arouse a national at- 
tention and confidence in our behalf, aud 
to flood this extreme section with cheap 
capital and hord-s of earnest and hardy 
laborers. 
It demand* that the formation 


of this pecuniary fellowship and con- 
sanguinity to give feature and reality to 
rapid inter-oceanic thoroughfares so con- 
ducive to State prosperity and national 
safety that have hitherto slept in tbe brain 
of the entbnsiait. Under this financial 
rivalism, with the generous and enlarged 
activity it will inspire, there will be heard 
the crashing stamps of quartz crushing 
mills upon a thousand hills, and from the 
Missouri river to the Pacific Ocean each 
fertile plain and every mountain nook 
adapted to cultivation will become tbe home 
of prosperous and happy families. 
Under 


such honorable auspices what a bright 
future is in reserve for your temporarily de- 
pressed and struggling city. 


"It was impossible to icduoa the Pacific 


States to abandon the gold standard, and 
the prosperity of that section was post- 
poned until greenbacks were par. 
Since 


that time emigration from the East and 
Eastern capital bave doubled the wealth 
and population of all tbe States bordering 
on the Pacific Ocean. Inasmuch a* noth- 
ing but coin would circulate there, and as 
paper was more convenient than coin, I 
saw no reanon why the people should not 
have an opportunity of using gold notes I 
therefore favored the law authorizing it."

Though H« Had Laid In » 


Grave for Slmoy Year*. 


"Now this is a true story," said a 


gentleman whose office is a door or two 
off upper Broadway, "and the questioii 
is, waa it fate, psychic attraction, an 
overruling Providence or—but I'll tell 
you the incident. 


"When the war broke out my brother 


and a classmate of his, to whom he was 
much attached, both enlisted at the 
same time and departed for the south, 
leaving behind in the little town in 
western New York their young wives, 
to whom they had been married but a 
short time. My brother's chum, whom 
we may call Ned Brown for conven- 
ience, had, I think, been a husband but 
six weeks when he left for the front. 
Brother Jack was soon after transferred 
to the adjutant general's department, so 
saw little of active service, and Ned 
was in the division of the army which 
remained in the vicinity of Washington 
for about a year. Then came the Battle 
of the Wilderness and with it the 
startling intelligence to Jack that Ned 
had been mortally wounded and had 
sent for him. He made all haste to the 
side of his friend, who soon after his 
arrival died in his arms. 


"As was usual after great battles, the 


dead were buried, many together, in 
large trenches, and ray brother was 
much troubled over the probability of 
there being no means of locating or 
identifying the body, when, as he felt 
sure, the family would wish to send for 
it. There had been a little son born to 
the young soldier in that far away vil- 
lage by the lake, and he felt that the 
child, who had never looked upon his 
father's face, would one day want to 
know at least where his body lay.

Years ago, 
when the bodies were removed from the 
old trenches and'reburied, the bottle 
with its bit of paper had been the means 
of identifying one at least. 


"That night there flashed over the 


wires this message to the soldier's wi- 
dow, 'I shall bring home father's body 
with 
me next week,"'— New York
